Subject: Deputy Marco Allen = 
investigator: Lieutenant Leonard Williams 
Summary: 


During the early morning shift on October 12, 2010, Subject Allen and his 
training officer, wine a were working uniformed patrol out of 


Wainut/Diamond Bar Station. During the shift they arrested two suspects for 
possession of marijuana and methamphetamine, pursuant to a traffic stop in 
Rowland Heights. Witness] instructed Subject Allen to book all of the 
evidence they recovered, and he prepared notes for Subject Allen to assist him 
in writing the criminal complaint report. 


After the report was completed by Subject Allen, Witness [EE reviewed the 
report and noted numerous errors. Witness documented these errors 
for Subject Allen on a photocopy of the original report and instructed Deputy 
Allen to correct the report. Because Subject Allen and Witness [ilwere still 
at the station after their shift, Lieutenant John Saleeby instructed Subject Allen to 
defer the report until he returned for his next shift later that same day. Witness 
HE attended a training class over the following two days, October 13 and 14. 
Upon his return from the training, Witness BB iscovered Subject Allen had 
not submitted the criminal complaint report for a supervisors approval. 


saw that the marijuana evidence was not listed on the report. When 
Witness [J queried Subject Allen as to the whereabouts of the marijuana, 
Subject Ailen told Witness hat he had destroyed the marijuana by 
flushing it down a toilet, and he discarded the packaging by tossing it into a trash
